a rule of the Republican national eon-' 
vent ion that all delegates should be 
[elected by the districts and this rule 
is embodied in the call of the con­ 
vention. 
It was upon this law that 
the decision was given to the Taft 
delegates, for it was shown that the 
district from 
which 
the 
contested 
delegates came had given Taft a plur­ 
ality of about three hundred. 
A c­ 
cording to the rule of the convention, 
this would seat tlie? Taft delegates 
although the state at large gave a 
large majority for Roosevelt.

convention has never recognized the 
unit law, and the credentials com­ 
mittee could see no reason why the 
old law should not he followed in the 
California case the same as in other 
states.

Most of the contests were decided 
by a considerable number above the 
majority of the members, and with a 
very few objections the contests were 
without merit. 
( hairman Root explained that the 
Republican 
conventions 
were 
con­ 
ducted according to the laws of the 
House of Representatives, and it is 
a law that contested members shall 
have a right to vote except upon their 
own cases. 
Chairman Root extend­ 
ed this rule somewhat and would not 
permit a contested delegate to vote 
upon his case or upon other cases 
j which were presented upon a similar 
statement of facts. 
Judge Montgomery said that there 
was considerable opposition among 
the delegates to the third party move­ 
ment and thatmanv of the Roosevelt 
leaders had given Mr. Roosevelt no­ 


tic e that they would not support, him 
in that move. 
Among these were 
Governor Jladlev, Senator Borah and 


Judge Oscar II. Montgomery, who 
was elected one of the two delegates 
to the fifteenth Republican national 
convention from tlie Fourth congres­ 
sional district, returned home from 
Chicago early Sunday morning. Judge 
Montgomery was chosen by the Taft 
supporters of this district and had the 
honor of voting for the President for 
renomination. 
He said that the con­ 
vention was marked by much snint 
and enthusiasm and was intensely in­ 
teresting from the fir-t day until the 
closing hour. 
He was much impressed with the 
able manner in which Senator Root 
presided on the convention, and said 
that he was absolutely fair in all 
of his ru lin g s and had been commend­ 
ed by both Taft and Roosevelt s u p ­ 
porters for the manner in which the 
various q u es tio n s were decided. 
There were only a few objeetion - 
to his ruling". 
He also commended 
tin* nominating speech of Warren G. 
Harding who placed the namcsif W il­ 
liam Howard Taft before the conven­ 
tion on Saturday evening. 
He said 
that the leader of the Taft forces, 
James K. Watson and Governor Hadley 
of Missouri, of the Roosevelt forces 
conducted the fight on the floor in a 
gentlemanly manner and during the 
entire convention neither leader used 
harsh or impolite words at any time.
